Here, in brief, are the position 
and prospects of leading parties: — 

FIANNA FAIL—As far as elec- 
tion machinery is concerned Mr. de 
Valera’s party would seem to be in 
the most favourable position. In 
Limerick the party had already 
engaged committee rooms pen 
and mm conventions will be held 
within the next few days. . Our 
Letterkenny correspondent suggests 
that the Government Party may 
gain a seat in East Donegal, where 
they came within 1,000 votes of 
obtaining a third seat last year. 


FINE GAEL—tThe objective. of 
a National: Government, con- 
sistently advocated by the Irish 
Times, will the main 
plank in the party’s “ platform.” 
Should Fine Gael be the largest 
single party as a result of the elec- 
tion, it will be committed to the 
principle of inviting into its ranks 
representatives of all groups and 
parties willing to co-operate, and 
there is hardly any doubt that such 
co-operation would be forthcoming. 

LABOUR. — The two Labour 
parties will put up separate candi- 
dates. Yesterday after the adjourn-. 
ment the National Labour Party 
Executive met and discussed the 
question of the number of: candi- 
dates to be put forward. It was de- 
cided to put up a number ot can- 
didates in constituencies where they 
have no present seat. 

One of these, it is understood, 
will be Kildare, for which Mr. 

W. Norton, leader of the Labour 

Party, has sat for a long time. 

The National Labour Party holds 
seats in small constituencies, and 
its members are confident that these 
will be retained. 

It is probable that the official 
Labour Party will make the election 
a test as between the two sections 
of the original body, and yesterday 
a National Labour spokesman said 
that his party were confident. that 
they would come well out of any 
such test. 


CLANN NA TALMHAN, the 
newest party in the Dail, is probably 
in the worst position, so far as 
getting its election machinery into 
operation is concerned, Its leader, 
Mr. M. Donnellan, was confident 
yesterday when he spoke of his 
party’s chances. He said that he 
was certain of coming back with 
a larger party. 

Alderman M. Nevin, former 
Mayor of Sligo, our Sligo corre- 
spondent states. is the automatic 
choice of Labour for that con- 
stituency. Fine Gael..won a seat 
from Fianna Fail in this area last 
year, and it seems certain that both 
of the big parties will nominate two

constituency. Clann na Talmhan 
last year put forward two men, 
one of whom forfeited his deposit. 

To say that the precipitation of

foolish. On Tuesday night the 
Government was defeated by a 
single vote on the second reading 
of the Transport Bill. From the 
i outset, Mr. de Valera and his 
colleagues must have known that 
it was an unpopular bill, although 
we agree with him that the issues 
involved in the measure had 
nothing whatever to do, directly 
or indirectly, with the proceedings 
of the G.S.R. Stocks Tribunal. 
The bill was rushed upon the Dail. 
To the man in the street there 
seemed to be no reason for the 
almost indecent haste with which 
Parliament was expected to deal 
with a matter of such tremendous 
and far-reaching importance; but, 
in spite of the writing which they 
must have seen on the wall— 
everybody else in the country 
undoubtedly saw it—Mr. . de 
Valera and his Ministers, adopt- 
ing a dictatorial attitude, insisted 
that the bill must be passed into 
law without delay. They were 
defeated by the narrowest of 
margins. If there had been 
a full attendance, that margin 
would have been greater; and, 
when the division was taken on 
Tuesday night, the Government 
must have known that it had 
forfeited the confidence of the 
‘House. We believe that on this 
issue of the Transport Bill it also 
has forfeited the confidence of the 
people. On one famous occasion, 
Mr. de Valera enunciated the 
proposition that “there is a 
constitutional way of settling our 
differences.” In all the prevailing 
circumstances, his course of action 
this. time ought to have been 
transparently clear. He. ought to 
have gone to virtually any Jengths 
to save the country from the 
grave ¢nconveniences—we do not 
hesitate to say from the very real 
dangers—of a general election. He 
fought to have resigned, thus 
throwing upon the Dail the 
responsibility for the choice of 
a new ‘Taoiseach.

Has 
Mr. de Valera forgotten that the 
world is at war? Many other 
countries, suffering from internal 
dissensions at least as serious as 
those from which [Ireland is 
suffering, have been able, during 
the period of emergency, to 
establish and maintain National 
Governments with marked suc- 
cess. Why should this little 
nation always be'an exception? 
Europe is on the eve of cata- 
clysmic events. The whole world, 
indeed, is in a state of the highest 
nervous tension, waiting anxiously 
for the moment at which man- 
kind will witness the most violent 
clash of arms that ever has been 
known. It is at this stage in 
world affairs that Mr. de Valera 
chooses to plunge this tiny land 
into all the uncertainties and. 
perils of a general election. But 
for the éxtreme gravity of the 
situation, Eire would appear as a 
laughing-stock among the peoples. 
The die, however, has been cast. 
There has been no consultation 
with anybody. No attempt has. 
been made to avert what we con- 
sider to be a national calamity. 
’Mr. de Valera has spoken; and 
he is the man of destiny. Doubt- 
less, he and his colleagues believe, 
or hope, that they have caught the 
Opposition parties at a disadvan- 
tage. Possibly they are right; 
possibly not. The country, as a
